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1, There is little doub t that Stefan BANDERA is extreme rightist 

in his political outlook. "%■ nature he is a political intransigent 
of great persons! ambition* who* using his party as a vehicle of 
ambition, has consistently and often openly, since April 1%8, 
opposed all political organisations in the emigration which favor a 
representative form of government in the Ukraine as opposed to a 
mono-party* GUH/BAHDKRA regime n . (TS/CIA 20062* MGMA— 793 ) • 

2, The subject has been accused* tried and convicted of complicity 
in the murder of a Polish government official. There has been no 
proof that he was the man who actually did the killing but the faet 
remains that he had been involved In the plot. Also involved in the 
plot was Mikola I4BOD (CASSOWARY 2), who is the foreign secretary of 
the UHVR, who ms sent into the emigration* and who is part of the 
organization (ZPtBflfR) with which the AIS has been dealing. 



3. The OUN/BAIOERA has been accused of acts of terror against Russians 
Poles* and Ukrainians. 



a. During the war years* at the time that BANDERA was incarcerated 
in a German concentration camp* there sprang up in the Ukraine a 
number of fighting units. Some of these units united under the 
banners of Taras BULBA-BOROVETS* 0UN/i£BLNYK and OUN/BANDERA. Since 
it was apparent to all that there should be a unified command, all 
three commands tried to unite* but QUH/BA!ffiERA, being possibly 
strongest in number* decided that it should lead all others. It 
was at this time that there was considerable fratricide committed. 

Cffuifi k has it that the entire general etaff of Taras BULBA-BOROVETS 
was liquidated by OUN/BANDERA* as well as a number of those who 
backed Colonel Andrew MELNIK - among the latter two OU80CELNYK 
leaders* STSIBCRSKI and SBNIK-HRIBIVSKY.

b» In the emigration* the OUN/BANDERA SB (Security Service ) has 
been accused of terrorism. Again, there is little doubt as to 
this but so far the Amsrioans have not been able to get enough 
evidence for court trial of any of the SB* outside of the Oulai 
case. The General Gulal case is & vary recent one about wMeh 
there has been a great amount of cable traffic. At this tt»— it 
is difficult to say whether the OUN/BANDERA SB was responsible 
for this. From the evidence which has been presented it would 
appear that the attack on General Gulai originated spontaneously 
during a drinking party of thres fanatic members of ths OUN/B. 
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o* There ie little doubt that th« SB ha* perpetrated a number 
of or loos against suspected Soviet agents, political opponents 
and iraiaoant DP* a who night have refused to eooperate with 
OUN/BANDSIA. Whether BANDERA can be blamed fcr this dtoeefcly 
is questionable but if we proceed on the basis that a leader is 
responsible for those under him, then BANDERA is guilty. 

L ~d* with the exception of the General GULAI case, it Is difficult 
to document many of the accusations. 

e. Many of the blistering accusations againet OUl/B have been 
supplied by one, Peter IABLON, who aleo supplied argunente used 
by Fred Forrest in "The New Leader" (10 Sept* 51) against ABN, 
and some "faets" for it*. Dallin in his vituperative attacks, not 
only against the OUN/B but, by implication, against the Ukrainian 
liberation movement aa such.

Even though ocmmuniam is overthrown there is no 
guarantee that there will be a Ukrainian state if the integrity 
of the Russian empire ie maintained* Anyone who even remotely 
seems to back an undivided Russia is subject to attack* Because 
the U*S. has not voiced a policy friendly toward the non-Ruaaian 
peoples of the USSR, it too has been attacked on a number of 
occasions. This stand however, is not peculiar to OUN/B hob Is 
one tdiieh has been accepted by all the significant parties in the 
Ukrainian emigration, as is evidenced by their editorials on the 
VGA and SONR. Ae a matter of fact, it might bo pointed out that 
on the latter the most vociferous comments have come from the URDP,

b. OUN/B feels that the Ukrainian people aa a mass have not 
matured politically to a point where they oould enjoy a democracy. 
For this reason, BANDERA feels, as dose apparently the entire party, 
that only they should have any say in the government, e.g. a future 
Ukraine - if there is one - should be run exclusively by OUN/B.

Tho widely-publici sod feud botwoon tbs representatives of tho OUK 
and the UKVR abroad started In 1947 and reaehed a (d im daring tho 
second half of 1948 when the representatives of the 0KT1 were summarily 
expelled from tho Bandera emigre 0191 group, whieh relegated to itself 
exclusive authority not only to act as tho major voice of tho Ukrainian 
resistance movement hut olio to diroot the movement in tho Hanoi end 
along idoologioal and oilitary lines dietated by Stefan BANDSHA. Parti* 
can couriers who arrived ft* at tho Western Ukrainian headquarters of 
General Taras CHUFRXHKA in late 1948 revealed that the hsneland leader- 
ship had no indioation that a serious split, benefleial only to the 
Bolsheviks , had taken place in the emigration. Interrogation of these 
and other mashers of the underground who arrived la Western Europe at a 
later date in general oonf iraed the contention that tho thinking of 
Stefan BAHDSRA and his immediate emigre support are in tho emigration 
had become radically outmoded in the Ukraine. Sines MMP1 had net 
bean in the Ukrainian SSR proper since the early 1990s and not even in 
OaHoia since his arrest by the Qeraans in aid-1941 » be see unable to 
participate in tho evolution of the movement on home soil after 1941. 
During the period 1933 to aid-1941* when BAJDSRA was the supremo 
leader of the Ukrainian nationalist movement baaed in Southeastern 
Poland, loading Galician nationalists of tho period considered it 
proper that the Greek Catholic (Uniat) Church should become the offieiel 
state religion of an independent Ukraine. Sines neither the Uniat Church 
nor any Christian morality has universal acceptance in the Soviet Ukraine 
tho loader* in tho Ukraine rapidly decided, after 1945* that a pons or ah ip 
of any particular religion would handicap rather than facilitate tho 
growth ef the movement among eastern Ukra in ia ns . BAHBBRA's thinking on 
this point has not been as advanced aa that of tho homeland leadership. 
Until 1941 a totalitarian, mo n o- p arty government wee advocated by the 
Ukrainian underground, whieh at that time still admired the example set 
by the Germans. The movement was also anti-Semitic and favored the 
deportation of several racial minorities, including the Polos and 
Russians, from Ukrainian soil. Both of those attitudes were abandoned 
during the Second world War, although BAIOSRA and several ef hi* maigre 
followers have frankly disapproved of such changes in ideology* BAJJDERA 
and other emigre Ukrainian nationalist# who still favor the pro-1943 
tenets of the movement are at odds with tho evolution in their homeland 
on yet two other important ideological issues. When BAKDERA led the

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Stephan BANDBRA na born in 1909 in the town of Troetianec, 
now Stryj, Bio father vu a Oreak Catholic priest. Bo attended 
element ary oohoal in Sokal and high school in Stryj. Shile still 
in high oohool ho beemae a member of UVD, a to terms’ organisation 
of Ukrainian nationalioto from the First world War. Za 192B or 
1929 ho graduated frost high school and wont on to the Pelyteohnic 
in Lvov share he studied agriculture. In 1929 he did not wttend 
the Congress of Ukrainian Nationalists in Vienna which brought 
about the consolidation of UVD end three cthor alnor nationalist 
groups* OUN was born at this Congress. By late 1992 or early 
1993 BANDBRA had beeem* head of the hoaeland executive committee 
ef the OUN* KONOVALSTS was the orarall Chief of OUN at this tine, 
although he was in the emigration. This was the period in laetern 
Poland (1929*1934) when the younger generation of Ukrainian students 
took over most of the prominent position* in the homeland OUN* la 
June 1934# one day after the assassination of the Polish Minister of 
Interior* Pieraoky, BANDERA was arrested. He was first sentsnosd to 
death and then the sentence was commuted to life imprisonment. His 
trial took place in 1933 after which he was committed to the Holy 
Croee jail where he remained until 1939* It is alleged that hie 
sentence was commuted to avoid an uprising of Ukrainian nationalists 
in Eastern Poland and the Ukraine. BAND ERA* a closest odlakcr stars 
during this period were Yaroslav STETSKO, Mjrkola LEBED, Mikhails 
YANIV, and Yaroslav 8POLSKY. The circumatanoes surrounding BANDERA *s 
esca pe or release from Polish prison in 1939 are not elesrly known. 
Once fires, BANDERA resumed his leadership of OUN in the homeland. 
Officially, Col. Andrei MELNYK had succeeded to the title held by 
KONOVALETS until the letter’s assassination. MELNYK, however, wee 
in the emigration and BANDERA in Craoow. BANDERA was offered a 
position in MELNYK *s emigre Provid of the OUN (PUN). This offer 
BANDERA turned deem since it would have placed him in a position 
subordinate to MELNYK. In oarly summer 1940 the OUN split end 
BANDERA became the overall chief ef the greater part of the organise^ 
tion. During 1940 OUN organised these western regions occupied by 
the Germane and sent couriers and organisers into the Eastern Ukraine. 
When the Germans attacked Russia, many members ef the OUN fallowed 
the Germans’ advance eastward. BANDERA remained in Oracow. The 
Gestapo invited BANDERA for a conference which apparently m» a ruse 
to arrest him. At any rate, BANDERA was taken to Berlin end placed 
under house arrest there. He was shortly traneferred to the Prim 
Albrechtatraase Gestapo jail reserved for Important political 
prisoners. (Volodyayr STACHIV, now a member of the ZP UHVR, warn 
also in this jail at the same time as BANDERA). In 1942 BA® ERA 
was transferred to the Sachsenhausen concentration camp, fit 1944 
he was brought to Bsrlin where the Germans attempted to negotiate 
with him. BANDERA wae hceevsr adamant and the negotiations same to 
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nothing. Allegedly he based hie refusal ho collaborate with the 
Germans on the feet that the Osmans had dissolved the independent 
Ukrainian government proclaimed at Lvov in June 1941. Pertly 
through the intervention of LEBED end HKXNIOCN, BANDERA escaped 
trm the Germans end disappeared. At the end of the war he wee in 
the Auetrlea Tyrol. m the stumer of 1945 he oane to Southern 
Bavaria where he has more or less been to this tine* 

In 1939 BANDERA narried. Hie family is with him in Germany. 

He is said to have ttaree or possibly by non four children. 

Forms r friends of BANDERA characterise him as follows i self- 
important, clever, fond of Jokes, socially very cordial, oaai ntelle ctual , 
mediocre as an orator, and preoccupied with problems of powet* polities 
in the emigration. 

A breakdown of BANDERA'S official titles would run something as 
follows t 

1932-39 Chief of the homeland executive of OUN 

1939-Auguet 1943 - Providnik (leader) of OUN and ohainsan of 

the Provid. 

1943*45 unofficially Providnik 

1945-51 Providnik of the foreign elements of OUN (ZCh) 

It will bo noted that BANDERA has never held any official title 
or membership in UPA or the UHTR. His claim to msefeorshlp in the 
"Council of Throe" (Bluro Providu) has been refuted by the homeland 
on the grounds that the Bluro Providu ceased to exist in 1946, after 
the death of two of its original members (UAIVSKI and TOLQ& H IH) ♦ It 
should also be noted that the title Providnik OUN officially went out 
of existence in 1943, when it was decided that all policy matters 
concerning the party would henceforth be decided, by c council cf equals 
(the Prcvld) instead of by a single leader* The evolution cf the 
Ukrainian underground in the last five yeers in the direction of 
decentralization of executive power has not been fully accepted by 
BANDERA who ham shown unmistakable evidence that he deeiree to return 
to the status-quo of 1941 when he held the unchallenged position of 
"F0hrer".
